This, how- 
ever, is but one of several “‘combina- 
tions in restraint of international 
trade,” as Secretary of Commerce 
Hoover dubs them, which are now 
plaguing American industry. 

All of them may develop a situa- 
tion which will have to be adjusted 


by the nations of.the world in a gen- 
eral economic conference at some ft- 
ture date. Economic differences are 
at the bottom of many disturbed rela- 
tions among nations. 

The department of commerce is in- 
vestigating these foreign combinations 
now, in addition to its comprehensive 
survey af the world rubber situatiou. 
The information will be ready for 
digest by the next congress. 

Investigations thus far have dis- 
closed combinations in potash and ni- 
trates, both used in making fertilizer 
and therefore directly interesting to 
farmers in this country; coffee, tan- 
nin, tin, mercury, and sisal, used for 
making binder twine, as well as sey- 
eral minor fibers, and several other 
products. 

Secretary Hoover has expressed his 
opinion of these foreign combinations, 
described their effect, and urged their 
abandonment. 

“The producing industries:of the 
world would be much better off in the 
long run,” he said, “if combinations 
in restraint of ‘international trade 
were abandoned on all sides. In gen- 
eral their effect is to hoist both the 
producing and the consuming indus- 
tries upon artificial bases, ultimately 
resulting in economic difficulty to pro- 
ducers as well as’ consumers. 

“The stifling of consumption, stim- 
ulating of rival production, the use 
of substitutes, and the paralyzing of 
industry generally are the ultimate re- 
sults.” 

“As a part of the general problem, 
I have made a recommendation that 
our consumers be allowed by legisla- 
tive action to set up common pur- 
chasing agencies for imported raw 
materials where there is a_ positive 
combination in control of their sale. 
The danger of such common purchas- 
ing agencies attempting to make im- 
proper prices against our buying pub- 
lie could be met by a provision to 
assure that all consumers who wished 
to participate could be allowed to act 
through such agencies, and by other 
restrictions.”’ 

The problem, Hoover said, will be- 
come of “‘ever-increasing’’ importance 
to the United States. 

Any adjustment of this problem, 
on an international basis, would nat- 
urally drag in the high protective 
tariff of this country, against which 
many foreign countries have _ pro- 
tested. 

Until some international adjust- 
ment comes, industrial leaders in this 
country are bending their efforts to- 
ward a temporary remedy. That is 
just what is happening now, under 
the surface, among the rubber manu- 
facturers. Secretary Hoover will re- 
turn here next week, and is expected 
to go at once into the rubber situa- 
tion, which has been placed before 
the state department, and will be 
referred to him for advice. 
American capital will be thrown 
into several remedial channels. . An 
effort probably will be. made to find 
sneeessful stibstitutes for rubber. 
Work in this field has been going 
along for some time, but nothing 
substantial has been accomplished. 
Harvey Firestone, president of the 
Firestone Tire Company, is dicker- 
ing for a concession to produce rub- 
ber in Liberia. Other manufacturers 
may turn to other favorable fields, 
when the department of commerce 
makes its report on feasibility of pro- 
duction in the Philippines, Latin 
America and other “wild’’ rubber 
areas. The report will be made pub- 


lic soon.

SHIPS IS REVOLUTIONIZED 


Is Provided for Ligheheuns 


LIGHTING 


oO~ 


Washington, July 25. — “Lighting 
ships on their way, one of the most 
ancient adjuncts of navigation, has 
been revolutionized recently because 
ships now sail the air as well as the 
sea, and the classic type of light- 
house does not meet the needs of the 
air voyager,’ says a_ bulletin from 
the Washington headquarters of the 
National Geographic society. 

“The latest development in the 
newest lighthouse field,’ continues the 
bulletin, “is the establishment of a 
one-billion eandlepower beacon near 
Dijon in eastern France, primarily 
to facilitate night travel on the Paris- 
Marseilles line, but to point the way 
for numerous buzzing carriers of pas- 
sengers, mail and express, which 
France sees weaving a net work.o1 
air routes over the countfy in the near 
future. « 

“This "most powerful lighthouse in 
the world does not rise like its long 
line of famous predecessors from near 
the pounding surf, but is situated on 
a mountain top 250 miles inland from 
the English channel and the Mediter- 
ranean, and 300 from the Atlantic. It 
is not, like the existing aviation lights 
in the United States, one of a series 
of heacons in the line of a traveled 
routes and unlike many great light- 
houses of the sea, it does not mark a 
region that is to be avoided or a chan- 
nel entrance that is to be entered. [t 
is placed well to the side of the much- 
traveled French air lanes, in such a 
situation that it ean be seen from 
great distances and used as a check 
on location and direction. The beacon 
lies nearly 2,000 feet above sea level 
and flashes its powerful beams fur 
above most of the low hills of central 
France. Under favorable atmospheric 
conditions it is believed that the Dijen 
light ean be seen from near Marseilles 
in the south, and from the air above!

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COURT COSTS, ALONE THREE TIMES AMOUNT OF FINE 


To Defenders of Scopes 


Dayton, Tenn., July 25.—(By the 
Associated Press.)—A  thisdemeanor 
case, carrying as a penalty to the 
guilty offender a fine of $100 and cost 
of the trial, brought an expediture to 
the defenders of John Thomas Scopes 
of approximately $25,000. 

The actual court costs are estimated 
at well over $300, or more than 
treble the fine assessed by the court 
for violation of the statute. 

By far the greatest expense of the 
trial, however, has been the cost of 
bringing expert witnesses, who were 
not allowed to testify, from different 
parts of the country, defraying their 
railroad fare, their hotel bills and 
maintaining a home for them in Day- 
ton after their arrival here. Mem- 
bers of the defense counsel today esti- 
mated that cost to approximate be- 
tween $20,000 and $25,000. 

Attorneys on both sides of the case, 
it has been announced, bore their 
own expenses and served without 
fees. 

The costs of the court to be assess- 
ed to the defendant include two ses- 
sions of the grand jury at an esti- 
mated cost of $50 a session; a pre- 
liminary hearing and incidentals, in- 
the issuance of papers ard

Tax reform legislation looms on the 
senate horizon as the big question of 
the approaching week, overshadowing 
all other issues. With more definite 
announcement expected Monday or 
Tuesday regarding a bloc proposed by 
Senator J. C. Collier, chairman of the 
finance committee, against Governor 
Walker’s pet income tax measure, 
there is strong likelihood of a precipi- 
tation of the long-awaited tax fight in 
the upper house. 

Probabilities are that the reform 
program will settle into a confliet be- 
tween the income tax measure and a 
proposed sales tax. Senator Harrell, 
of the 12th, Friday introduced a sales 
tax bill with provisions for the taxing 
of stocks, bonds, ete., but Senator Col- 
lier, in discussing this bill, expressed 
the opinion that the matter is too im- 
portant a one to be settled by a 
straight sales tax bill. 

“IT am more in favor of a classified 
sales tax,’’ Senator Collier said in 
outlining his plans for fighting an 
income tax. “That there must be no 
income tax in Georgia is eertain, in 
my opinion, as such a tax would keep 
out millions of capital waiting to be 
invested here. What is wanted is a 
sales tax classified according to the 
product being sold.” 

Senator Collier went so far as to 
sav that even services of physicians 
and lawyers should be taxed, these be- 
ing products for which money is paid 
as in the sale of other goods. Senator 
Collier believes that the tax question 
should be settled by calling in a com- 
mission of business men Of Georgia 
who are experts on tax matters and 
calling an extra sessions in November 
for the purpose of receiving and act- 
ing on the report of this commission. 
Here he will be blocked by President 
J. Howard Ennis, however, as Presi- 
dent Ennis reeently declared that he 
will fight strongly against any calf 
for an extra session of the legislature. 
Mr. Ennis believes that business of 
the biennial session should. be finished 
within the allotted 60 days, and that

that the most good may be derived by 
beneficiaries is the great problem. 

“The custom of leaving large sums 
of money to a few people is wrong,” 
he said. “It makes the recipients 
lazy in mind and body. It would be 
so much better, I thought, to spread 
it out with a view to equipping a 
number of people—or of reestablish- 
ing those who are now handicapped 
so they may face the requirements 
of life with a better chance of mak- 
ing a real success of it. If we ef- 
fect this object in some way which 
at the same time will lay a founda- 
tion for permanent betterment of so- 
ciety generally that of course would 
be wonderful.” 

As illustrating the type of sugges- 
tion he hopes to obtain, he said he 
had considered some general scheme 
of assisting young women, now equip- 
ped only for positions as clerks or 
cash girls, to become governesses. 

“Such a program would give im- 
mediate aid to those girls,” he said, 
“and their future work should have 
some effect upon the qualifications of 
the next generation.” 

The boys’ foundation funds pro- 
vide employment of a few hundred 
dollars to each boy who subscribes to 


the required agreement and lives up 
to it for three years.

CONSTITUTIONAL 
GUNVENTION PLAN 


OF STATE SENATOR 


Carlisle To Ask Legisla- 
ture To Call January 
Session for Revision of 
State Constitution. 


. A constitutional convention for 
Ceorgia next January would be called 
by the general assembly if a resolu- 
tion in course of preparation for in- 
troduction by Senator Ira Carlisle, of 
the seventh district, is adopted by the 
assembly. s 

Senator Carlisle said that he has 
had the matter under contemplation 
for some time and that he has dis- 
cussed the matter with a number of 
lawyers and judges, including judges 


of the court of appeals, and they agree 
that the time has arrived when the 
basic law of the state should be re- 
vised from beginning to end. 

“The present constitution was rati- 
fied at the end of the black recon- 
struction period,” said Senator Car- 
lisle, “‘when the state of Georgia—in 
fuct the entire south—was laboring 
under abnormal conditions. Condi- 
tions since then have undergone sev- 
eral radical changes, which almost 
make a new constitution an absolute 
necessity. 

“We have been through two wars 
since then, and a war always has the 
effect of entirely altering political and 
economic conditions. At present we 
ure existing under a constitution that 
was admirable for the day and time 
ic was made and ratified, but which 
now, in view of changed conditions, is 
archaic. 

“Almost half the time of the gen- 
eral assemblies of late years has been 
given over t@ consideration of pro- 
pesed amendments to the constitution. 
Many things which the legislature 
should have the power to do are re- 
quired to be done by constitutional 
amendment. In fact, I firmly believe 
that if a new constitution were adopt- 
ed eliminating the need for so many 
amendments, the time allotted for ses 
sions of the legislature could be ma- 
terially curtailed. : 

“The constitution as originally rati- 
fied has been so cut up and changed 
by amendments that it is in horrible 
shape, and every additional amend- 
ment only seryes to increase the 
chaos.” 

Senator Carlisle would virtnally 
have the assembly resolve itself into a 
constitutional convention. The !aw

the war emergency. In addition to 
the denials, counter claims totaling 
$9,935,695 were filed by three of the 
companies against the government. 

The suit was filed in Philadelphia 
April 17, and on the same day the 
Bethlehem interests filed in the fed- 
eral district court in New York suits 
for a total of $9,744,899 against the 
government, claiming that amount as 
balance due on account of ship con- 
struction during and just after the 
war. 


Schwab Is Accused. 

The government in its suit stated 
that Charles M. Schwab, head of the 
Sethlehem enterprises, was director 
general of the Emergency Fleet cor- 
poration and the dominating figure 
in the Bethlehem companies at the 
time the contracts for ships were 
given to the Bethlehem Ship Building 
Ccrporation, Ltd. It was charged 
that Schwab, as head of the Emer- 
gency Fleet corporation, forced other 
shipbuilding companies to limit their 
profits to 10 per cent on ship con- 
struction while he took no action to

There has been so much unemploy- 
ment in the textile industry, bankers 
here pointed out this week, that it 
was comparatively easy to cut wges 
in the woolen and worsted indwstry to 
meet foreign competition based on 
very much lower labor cost. In tire 
manufacturing it was stated this is 
the time of year when there is cuptail- 


ment of production. The workers in 
tire plants who are well paid and un- 
organized expect less employment 
from now on for months to come and 
the manufacturers who must do some- 
thing to offset the higher cost of erude 
rubber figured that the men who are 
foytunate enough to remain at work 
would be willing to take a cut in 
wages, 

In the soft coal industry drastic 
readjustment of wages is going on as 
a result of unusual conditions. For 
example, along the lines of the Bal- 
timore & Ohio railroad there are 1,200 
mine openings. Today only 250 of 
those 1,200 openings are working. All 
of the 250 openings being operated are 
either nun-union mines or union mines 
working at the lower non-union wages 
} which age down to the 1917 level. 

During and after the war the cotn- 
try developed excess soft coal facili- 
ities. The 2490 mines being operated 
| aloug the lines of Baltimore & Ohio 
‘ure being run at high pressure and are 
turning out 60 per cent of the normal 
‘outputs of the 1.200 mines most of 
| which when running were operated by 
inion men who refused to accept a 
cut in wages. 

In diseussing tlis week the general 
| business outlook in private conversa- 
tion, one well-known Wall _ street 

banker said he was willing to go on

Workin Florida © alled to Gotham 


In ‘Ring’ Inquiry 


New York, July 25.—(4)—Twenty 
buyers of liquor in 12 cities have 
been subpoenaed by mail to appear 
here before a federal grand jury in- 


vestigating a liquor ring here that 


supplied 20,000 Americans by trunk 
shipments. 

Federal Attorney Buckner would 
reveal the names of those sub- 
poenaed. They will come from W ash- 
ington, Philadelphia, Chicago, De- 
troit, Columbus, St. Louis, Kansas 
City, Minneapolis, Des i Sioux 
City, Oklahoma Citv and airfax, 
Okla. Most of them will appear be- 
fore the grand jury next Wednesday. 
Others have been cited to appear 
Monday. 

Action Unprecedented. 


Those summoned will be allowed 10 
cents a mile for traveling expenses 
one way only. Once in New York 
they will have to pay their own hotel 
and board bills. If they are unable 
to pay, District Attorney Buckner 
suggested the government might have 
to put them up at the Tombs. a 

Appearance before the grand jury 
will render the liquor customers i1m- 
mune from prosecution. They will 
receive the customary fee of $1.50 a 
day while actually testifying. 

This action, said to be unprece- 
dented, was taken yesterday by Mr. 
Buckner in an effort to round up 
and indict 40 salesmen for the boot- 
legging ring.

However, Miss _ Irene 
Griffin, a cigar clerk at an apartment 
hotel in Sioux City, already has testi- 
fied before the grand jury. and it was 
believed she threw considerable light 
on the ramifications of the bootleg 
ring.

THE RELATIONSHIP BETWEEN 
THE WHITE AND COLORED 
CHURCES IN AMERICA. 

By W. E. H. Searcy, Sr. 

As far as we know there is not the 
least friction er misunderstanding be- 
tween the white and colored churches 
6f this country. They are all at 
peace with each other, and all are 
well wishers of Christian progress 
which opens to view as they pursue 
the work of.publishing the gospel in 
their revival meetings. 

The question of the retationship be- 
'tween the races may have been al- 
| luded to by some who have discussed 
the question of “unification” between 
the Northern and Southern Methodist 
churches, but the discussion has been 
wholly between white people and with 
a view of deciding whether or not 
those two churehes shall come _ to- 
gether upon the plan which has been 
adopted by the general conferences of 
both churches. It is a mere matter 
of ratification or non-ratification of 
' what has been done by annual con- 
| ferences, in which the ministers have 
a large majority vote,

Our article is simply to present the 
matter from our’ knowledge of the 
situation, according to our conscience 
and judgment, having lived through 
‘the agitations of the past and heard 
‘the contentions of the present. 
| First, we wish to show what the 
Southern Methodists have done in the 
|matter, and that what they have done 
(the Northern Methodists have fol- 
‘lowed it as near as they could, in 
'dealing with the colored race. If we 
‘ean do that we feel assured it will 
thelp to relieve any friction that may 
(have recently ‘arisen. In this matter 
it is right for all to vote as they think 
best. but all should have the facts 
las the records show them, before de- 
.ciding the destiny of a great church. 

We do not think the people under- 
istand what our churches have done, 
{and-i think that the vote against uni- 
ification is a great mistake. 

Now what are the undisputed facts 
‘as to what the Southern Methodists 
have done? 
| Negro Church Record. 

First,, when the civil war was com- 
|menced there were about 270,000 ne- 
gro members in the Southern Method- 
ist chureh, and, when the war was 
over, only 78,742 of them remained 
in the church. Rev. George Smith, 
of Macon, Ga., in his. History of 
Methodism, says: ‘All of the colored 
,church went from us during the war, 
}except a faithful few.” In 1866, 
jour general conference considered 
i'what should be done to promote the 
religious interests of the colored peo- 
ple and the following is exactly what 
they did, word for word, as reported 
in the official record: 

(1) Let our colored members be 
organized as. separate pastoral charges, 
whenever they prefer it, and their 
number justify it. 

(2) Let each pastoral charge of col- 
ored members have its own quarterly 
conferences, composed of official mem- 
bers, as provided for in the discipline. 

(3). Let colored persons be licensed 
to preach, and ordained deacons and 
elders, according to the discipline 
when in the judgment of the confer- 
ence having jurisdiction in the case, 
they are deemed suitable persons for 
said office and ordeg in the ministry. 

(4) The bishop may form a district 
of colored charges, and appoint to it 
a colored presiding elder, when in 
his judgment the religious interests 
of the colored people require it. 

(5) When it is judged advisable by 
the college of bishops, annual confer- 
ences of colored preachers may be 
organized, to be presided over by our 
bishops. 

(6) When two or more annual con- 
ferences shall be formed, let our bish- 
ops advise ard assist them in organiz- 
ing a separate general conference 
jurisdiction for themselves. If they 
so desire, and the bishops deem it ex- 
pedient, in accordance with the doc- 
trine and discipline of our church, and 
bearing the same relation to the gen- 
eral conference as the annual confer- 
ences bear to each other. j 

(7) Let special attention be given 
to Sunday schools among the people.

children. ‘This was, perhaps, the first 
action of this kind taken in the south 
as to educating colored children. This 


Methodist fathers, and the plan was 
operated for four years by our church. 
In May, 1870, it was found that un- 


‘unanimous desire of the colored _con- 
ferences to be set apart as a distinct 
ecclesiastical body. iz 

This was done December 16, 1870, 
and two bishops were consecrated and 
ordained for ‘this work. ‘1 he new 
chureh received the name of the ‘Col- 
ored ‘Methodist Episcopal church.” It 
has now about seven bishops and 366,- 
000 members. Now as to the North- 
ern Methodist church: Let it be reée- 
membered that the Northern Method- 
ist church had no colored members in 
this state at the end of the civil war. 
They perfected their plan of operation 
here in the south by the adoption of the 
plan of our Southern Methodist church, 
just as it is set out in the above res- 
olutions. adopted by the general con- 
ference in 1866, except the provision 
that they might have separate general 
conference jurisdiction for themselves, 
if they so desire and the bishops deem 
it expedient. But it was provided by 
our church that the proposed jurisdic- 
tional general conference for the col- 
ered members of the church would bear 
the same relation to the general south- 
ern conference as our annual conter- 
ences bear to each other. 

So the Northern Methodist just as 
we did, gave separate churches for the 
eolored members, had negrogpgpachers, 
presiding elders, quarterly onferences, 
annual conferences, and them white 
bishops presided over those separate 
conferences just as ours did. Both di- 
visions of the Methodist people were 
thus on the same plan working to- 
gether for the good of the colored man 
and the white churches. : 

What were the results of this proce- 
dure? 

In 1870. it was found that five an- 
nual conferences had been organized 
by the Southern Methodists as stated 
under the plan adopted in 1866. These 
conferences asked that they be set 
apart as a distinct eclesiastical body, 
which was approved by the bishops 
and the church, and a general confer- 
ence was organized for the colored 
members and two coléred bishops were 
elected and ordained by our bishops. 
That was in December, 1870.

The northern church did not elect 
colored bishops, but sent their white 
bishops just as we had done for four 
years in the south. But, later, the 
northern church ordd@ined two colored 
bishops for this work. 

So, in all matters, the northern 
ehurch has followed our church in all 
its details. 

Our colored members were free like 
those in the northern church to go 
or to stay in our church, nearly all

The bill authorizes the -state 
board of education to make up a 
list of books for use in the public 
schools, having suitable textbooks 
written and copyrighted for it, if 
this list to be turned 
Over to the state printer, who will 
print the books required. Another 
provision orders the board of edu- 
cation to give preference to authors 
in Georgia, and the list, once made 
up, cannot be changed for a period 
of five years, and must be revised 
at the end of ten years.

Fairness and Equity to All Taxpayers. 


(i:ditor’s Note: Judge Enoch H. Calloway, of Augusta, is an authority 
on taxation. He has been a member of two tax commissions to study the 
present unsatisfactory situation in Georgia. He gave liberally of his time 
in these hearings and surveys. He has studied the tax systems in a num- 
ber of other states. He has contrasted one system against another as to 
net results. taking tn consideration at all times that taxes must be fair 
and equitable to all citizens, without penalties or immunities. He there- 
fore knows the science of taxation. Few people, even many of the largest 
taxpayers, do not know this. Revenue legislation is perhaps more un- 
familiar to the general public than any other, and yet it touches more 
hearthstones directly than any other.

What purported to be a trial of 
the young teacher, Scopes, at Day- 
ion, Tennessee, turned out to be a 
case of Bryan versus Darrow. How 
very unfortunate. Yet, from the time 
of the entrance of these two notorious 
personalities into the case, it was in- 
evitable that this should be. true. The 
average man is very much more in- 
terested in personalities than he is in 
principles. The American public is 
a sporting audience. Every contest, 
no mater how yital the principles in- 
volved, takes on the nature of a ring- 
side fight, and the audiences divide 
themselves into partisan backers of 
the two contestants. 


In this Dayton bout, Bryan posed 
as the champion of the Christian re- 


ligion, while Darrow appeared as the 
}knight-errant, defending science and 
the right of freedom of researeh for 
truth, »1l can searcely think of two 
men so poorly equipped, by tempera- 
ment, experience, and learning, for 
the roles which they assumed. 


Misrepresentation. 
Bryan, by his own confession, 
the self-reyelation made in 


his testimony on the stand, knows 
scarcely anything about the great his- 
torie religions of the world, ether than 
Christianity, and is thoroughly inac- 
curate and superficial in his knowl- 
edge of the Christian Bible. His life 
has been spent in the atmosphere of 
political caucuses, and partisan con- 
ventions, while from chautauqua plat- 
forms he has appealed, in  catehy 
phrases, to the popular prejudices of 
his crowds. So far as his public career 
‘is concerned, it has never been iden- 
i tified with any oustanding sacrificial 
service, which would suggest’ the 
\Christ-life, nor. in his advocacy of 
‘many doubtful -plans for the public 
| good, has he personified the spirit of 
|“peace and good will toward men.” 
' Indeed, both in the political and the 
ireligieus world, his career is strewn 
'with the wreck of parties, and the 
strife of churchmen. : 

On the other hand, when we look 
at Mr. Clarence Darrow, as the repre- 


sentative of religious freedom, and the 
right .of earnest search after truth, 
he seems to me to be just as poorly 
prepared to play his part.

leading counsel is, in no sense, an

As the _ out- 
standing criminal lawyer of this gen- 
eration, Mr. Darrow has revealed an 
utter carelessness for the welfare of 
society, and is the exponent of philo- 
sophy or moral irresponsibility, which 
is a ménace to the safety of the pub- 
lic. He has ever been ae “special 
pleader,”’ identifying himself with the 
immediate cause of his client, careless 
of the welfare of all others. 


In the conduct of this trial, young 
Scopes, the state of Tennessee, science, 
and religion were all sacrificed upon 
the altar of the egostistic vanity ef 
these two advocates. They posed and 


strutted, smiled and snarled before 
the cameras, with seemingly little 
anxiety as to the final effect upon the 
good of society. It was” evident 
throughout the trial that: the purpose 
of each was to place himself in an 
advantageous position before the au- 
digace, at the expense of the other. 
Now that the trial is over, men are 
discussing it in terms of whether it 
was a victory for Bryan or Darrow. 


Freedom of Faith. 
Nevertheless, I am profoundly con- 
vinced that the final effect of this 
whole business will be genuinely 
wholesome. Here is a most striking 
example of what it means for the 


government to trespass upon the sa- 
cred right of the people to think and 
believe for themselves. Whenever the 
state assumes the.-right, by legislative 
enactment, to set up a religious stand- 
ard, or authority, then we have this 
wretched business of hailing a citizen 
into court, charged with non-conform- 
ity of thought or faith. In order to 
try such a case, the court musf in- 
terpret what the religious authority 
or standard is, and then interpret the 
religious thought, or faith, or teach- 
ing, of the accused is, in order to 
determine whether he has_ violated 
the statute. Will not this tragic farce 
enacted at Dayton, with its pathetic 
medley of commercial greed and re- 
ligious fanaticism, lead us to renew 
our lovalty to the fundamental doc- 
trine of our fathers, of freedom of

The Situation in Britain

sy an odd cotneldence America and 
Britain have been in recent days 
taking g2ccount of stock in foreign 
trade and the contrast has served to 


provoke many comments on both sides 
of the Atlantic. With us, for exam- 
ple, the figures for last year show a 
favorable balance of materially more 
than a billion dollars, representing the 
excess of exports over imports. With 
the British, on the other hand. the of- 
ficial figures show that an adverse 
balance of almost two bislion dollars 
is to be expected in the current year. 


On the British side of. the table, 
too, the figures have been accompanied 


to very ‘grave discussions. Thus it 
is stated by credible experts that 
while last year, in the face of a very 
large adverse trade balance, the sur; 
plus of British exports cver import 
when the invisible sourcts are reck- 
oned, such as investments in foreign 
countries, returns on shipping, insur- 
ance, ete.. was. just short of $150,- 
000,000, this year the estimates fore- 
east a surplus of imports over ex- 
ports with everything included of 
little less than the same amount. 
Assuming the accuracy of these es- 
timates, then, the British p.>ple are 
facing a situation where for the first 


time in upwards of a century, war 
periods excepted, British expenditure 
has been greater than British income 
and the nation is thrust back into 
the position of living, not upon its 
income. but in part upon its capital.

Concemitantly with the worsening 
of the trade balance there has come, 


quite logically, the outgrowth of per- 
manent unemployment in the British 
Isles.

Though we have long shuddered at 
the binding of the feet of Chinese 
women many of our Own women 
were as Culpable in that respect as 
the Chinese, Crowding the foot into a 
shoe two sizes too small to contain it 
really amounts to the same thing. 

It might even be worse. For the feet 
of the Chinese woman were bound in 
habyhood when they were soft and 
plastic, and their distorted shape fixed 
for all time. Whereas our women wait- 
ed until their feet were full grown 
and then tried to crowd them into 
their too small shoes, 

A rare few still do so today. But 
with the matority an enormous: and 
joytul improvement has taken place. 

Modern freedom for woman, in 
sports and other activities of life, has 
ushered in along with bobbed heads 
and corsetless figures, feet that are 
uncramped and shaped according to 
nature’s design.

IN beauty is measured in terms of 
diminutive size, but rather in’ terms 
of shape and proportion. A foot may 
be a “six,” but if healthy and well 
cared for and thoroughly well shod, it 
will be considered more beautiful than 
a “No, 2” that is stubby, or scrawny, 
or too small in proportion to the 
ankles and the size of the whole body.

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HE nine verses from the gen- 
eral epistle of James which 
we consider today give but a 
small glimpse of a great re- 
servoir of religious truth. 


James was a very Cautious man—a 
conservative of the conservatives. Al- 
though, on his mother’s side, a brother 
of Jesus, he did not become a follower 
until after the latter’s resurrection. 
He was one of those to whom the 
Savior appeared after He had broken 
the bonds of the tomb and been seen 
by the apostles and by many others. 


But from the. time of his conversion,, 


he was a devoted Christian and, as we 
learned last week, became the head 
-of the church at Jerusalem. 


He was an intensely practical man 
and his epistle abounds in applications 


of faith to life. He urged impartiality 
in the treatment of the members of 
the early church and severely rebuked 
those who would give to the rich the 
chief seats and compel the poor to 
take the inferior places. His langu- 
age indicates that the conditions exist- 
ing today existed also in the early days 
of the church, showing that man has 
not changed much in two thousand 
years. ‘“‘Hath not God .chosen_ the 
poor of this world rich in faith?’’ he 
asks. 


It is, Strange to say, easier for the 
poor to be worshippers of God than 
it is for the rich, not because the poor 
are naturally better than the rich or 
would, if rich, be different from the 
rich, tut because the temptations that 
beset the poor are not so numerous or 
so strong. Back in the times of Solo-

rized. In one of the wisest of the 
Wise Man’s sayings. he asked for 
“neither poverty nor riches’’—not for 
riches, ‘‘lest I be full, and deny thee, 
and say, Who is the Lord?” 


AMES carried his philosophy even 
farther; he would have us have 
such trust in. God as to rejoice wheth- 
es we prosper or suffer adversity. “Let 
the brother of low degree rejoice in 
that he is exalted; but the rich, in that 
he is made low.” 
Here is a meekness—a Spirit of re- 
signation—that makes peace of heart 


judependent of circumstances. One 


who understands the superior value of 
the ‘‘consciousness of God’s presence 


in the life” and of the “love of Christ 
in the heart’? can endure prosperity 
without undue exaliion and adversity 
without despair. 


James deals with another’ very 
practical problem in connection with 
temptation. He says, “My brethren 
count it all joy when ye fall into 
divers temptations.”’ Why? Because 
“the trying of your faith worketh 
patience.” 

He would not advise us to go in 
search of temptation but when, in the 
performance of our daily duty, tempta- 
tions come, we should see in the re- 
sistance of them the strengthening of 


the mner man. “Blessed is the man 
that endureth temptation: for when he 
is tried, he shall receive the crown of 


his own heart, this man’s 


life, which the Lord. hath promised to 
them that love him.’ 


If we were not tempted ourselves, 
we could not understand this meaning 
of temptation when it comes to oth- 
ers; Our Own experience enables us 
to sympathize with others. It is men- 
tioned as a Comforting fact that Jesus 
was in all points tempted like as we 
are, yet without sin.” 


The caution of James is shown in 
the warning that he gives: “Let no 
man say when he is tempted, | am 
tempted of God: for God cannot be 
tempted with evil, neither tempteth 
he. any man.” 

James knew the source from which 
the Christian’s help comes. “If any 
of you lack wisdom let him ask of 
God, that giveth to all men liberally, 
and upbraideth not.” The. whole 
epistle bristles with advice that both 
stimulates us to practical Christianity 
and restrains us from falling into 
terror. 


Our text begins with an admoni- 
tion that might well serve as a motto 
and be hung in every home: ‘“‘Let 
every man be swift to hear, slow to 
speak.”’ 

In a later verse, he still further 
emphasizes. self control: “‘If any man 
among you seem to be religious, and 
bridleth not his tongue, but deceiveth 
religion is 
vain.” 

The contrast between seeming re- 
ligious and being religious is imstruc- 


tive. The warning is spoken to those

Christian life in the modern world has 
most to fear is not the attack of hos- 
tile criticism or subtle philosophy, but 
the atrophy of spiritual vision, the 
laxity of undisciplined wills, the de- 
cline of serious- mindedness, the loss 
of reverence, the cynicism of intellec- 
tualism, and the satisfactions -of sen- 
sualism. .- « The only irresistible 
argument tor Christianity is its effect 
on character. 

“Whatsoever is born of God over- 
cameth the world.’”’ 

The test of loyalty to Jesus Christ 
is not a knowledge about religion, it 
is being in reality religious. 

“If any man have not the spirit of 
Jesus Christ, he is none of his.” 


Again the author writes, ‘The 
Spiritual life is never safe from the 
aitacks of the world and the flesh. 
Human nature is designed for con- 
flict rather than rest, for hardness 
rather than for softness. Precisely as 
in the physical world all motion is at- 
tained by overcoming the resisting 
force of friction, so in the life of the 
spirit, progress is made by the con- 
quest of obstacles and the overcoming 
of resistance.’’ The reader will find 
this a most stimulating volume.

More than a ceniury has run its 


course since Voltaire said that the 
problem of immortality had been ‘‘dis- 
cussed for four thousand years in four 
thousand different ways.” 

Will the world never reach cer- 
tainty and finality on so vital a ques- 
tion ?

AM tempted at this stage of 
my history to interpolate 
here a memoir from the pen 
of the somewhat famous Dr. 
Emanuel Blizzard. And if 
upon -due consideration I 
have resolved not to quote this docu- 
ment verbatim, it is because, despite 
its wealth of detail, this record is, after 
ali, an.incompleje one; for there was, 
of course, much concerning Capt. 
Gaynor’s history with which the fa- 
mous professor was never made ac- 
quainted, 

| write, however, with the doctor’s 
memoir before me—indeed, in its ab- 
sence, it would be impossible for me to 
fill in the details of this most extraor- 
dinary part of the history I am relat- 
ing. Much of that memoir—and my 
reader will be quick to discern the pas- 
sages—lI transcribe almost literally, 
save that here and there I have been 
atte to elaborate from other recerds 
at my disposal certain points which to 


the doctor remained perforce obscure.: 


Moreover, it will better contribute (to 
the lucidity of my own narrative if I 
marshal the events in the orde; of 
their happening——an order by no 
means observed by the professor. 

As the cart bearing Capt. Gaynor 
came under the fatal beam, the vocif- 
erations of the crowd abaisu.

ara’ RENCH scientists have recently 
discovered that all clouds of 
any size have what they call a 
“core.’’ This discovery is be- 
lieved to be of great impor- 
tance, for by a study of these cores and 
the direction in which they are moving 
it is thought that storms can be pre-- 
dicted with much greater exactness 
than at present. 


According to these scientists the at- 
mosphere, at least in temperate lati- 
tudes, may be divided into regions of 
cloudless weather and regions of cloud. 
Each region of cloud, they tell us, con- 
sists of a central core of thick cloud 
and wet weather. In passing from the 
core to the fine weather area the cloud 
experienced depends upon the direction 


in which the transition is made. 


In front of the core, on the outer 
edge of the cloud region, are found the 
‘‘mare’s 


clouds commonly known as 


tails.” Nearer the core these are re- 
placed by a veil of whitish cloud cover- 
ing the whole of the sky. Just in front 
of the rain area there is usuatty found 


a thick veil of gray cleud. 


On either side of the core are more 
of the ‘“‘mare’s tails’’ and also the clouds 
which make what we call a ‘‘mackerel

Just what if any truth is there in the 
familiar old weather proverbs which 
are so often quoted and so confidently 
relied on by a great many people? 

According to Robert DeC. Ward, 
professor of climatology at Harvard 
university, there are a few of these 
proverbs which are of universal value 
because they are based on certain reg- 
ular weather sequences. 

Other proverbs are simply of local 
value because they are based on local 
weather signs such as cloud-caps on 
mountains or the occurrence ot fog in 
a certain valley or a wind direction 
which locally means rains. 

“But by far the Jarger number of 
weather” proverbs,” Says 
Ward, ‘‘are distinctly bad. 


Protessor 
They are 
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not good ones uni- 
versally and they are 
not good locally.” 

One of the prov- 
erbs which he thinks 
has real value every- 
where is the oldtime 
saw which says, “A 
very fine day is a 
weather breeder.” 

“There is a good 
deal of sense in that 
proverb,’’ says Pro- 
fessor Ward. “It so 
happens that our 
finest, clearest type 
of weather usually 
comes just after we 
have been under 
control of an area of 
high pressure, which 
is passing off and is 
followed in the usual 
course of events by a 
storm. 
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“Thus a_ partic- 
ularly fine day, per- 
haps preceded — by 
two or three days 
are not quite as bril- 
liant, may often be 
called a ‘weather 
breeder.’ When the 
proverb is properly 
used it is not a bad 
one.

By this time, we should all be able 
to take up the third and Mtst move- 
ment of those that constitute the 
crawl swimming stroke. We have 
learned how fo do the flutfer kick. 
We have learned the arm movement. 
This week we will learn how to 
breathe while swimming, and how to 
turn the head for breathting 

In the first article it was pointed 
out that in swimming we breathe 
just oppositely from the way we do 
on land. I hope none of us have 
forgotten it—we breathe in through 
the mouth, and out through the 
nose. 

Breathe With Every Stroke 

Those of us who have ever seen 
good swimmers using the crawl 
-dave noticed that they swim with 
their faces under the water, the 
water-line just about reaching their 
eyebrows. They take a _ breath 
every stroke, by turning the head 
Slightly to one side, opening the 
mouth, and then, turning the head 
to the front again, letting out the 
air through the nose, under the 
water. Sometimes, in sprint swim- 
ming, they do not take a breath 
every stroke, but it is advisable, in 
beginning, to do so, and get into 
the habit of it.

Notexhow his face turns to 
When he has taken in a 


right side; that is, when the left 
arin is extended forward, they turn 
the head slightly to the right, which 
brings it out of water. The big 
secret of breathing properly is to 
not turn the head too much, and not 
roll the body. Look at any good 
form swimmer. His body cuts 
Straight through the water, only his 
legs and arms move, and the move- 
ment of his head is so slight as to 
be imperceptible. Let us try it for 
ourselves. 7 


Don’t Be Discouraged 
We must not be discouraged if 
we do not learn this right away. It 


is not an easy thing to do, right 
off, but we have to set our minds to 
it, and resolve we are going to. We 
will start by plunging, kicking a 
few yards to get started, coming in 
with the arm movement, and then 
turning the head to breathe, putting 
it under-the water again to let the 
air out through the nose, and tak- 
ing a cowple more arm strokes. That 
will be enough for the first attempt. 
Then we will try it again. And 
again In fact, we must keep on 
trying until we are able to continue 
across the length of the pool, and 
only practice will do that.
